
iNCBOH'S GOLF STBHPLECH ASE. 



The feature attraction at Harlem yesterday was 
the Golf steeplechase, a handicap for three-year- 
olds and upward over the short course with $1,000 
added. Of the nine scheduled to start there was 
only one absentee, Crest. Off to a food start Teller 
at once jumped into the lead and held it until near- 
ing the fourth obstacle, where MacLaren took com- 
mand only to be passed easily at the seventh jump 
by Walter Cleary. The latter held what appeared 
to be a winning lead until well into the stretch, 
where Anchor moved up fast and in a stirring finish 
beat him to the wire by a length. MacLaren fin- 
ished third a length back of Walter Cliary. Old 
Fox fell heavily over the ninth jump while in a con- 
tending position. Scorpio in making a sharp turn 
when entering the stretch also fell heavily. 

Bragg kept up his winning streak by taking the 
sixth race, a dash of seven furlongs, in handy 
fashion. He led from start to finish, and after the 
first quarter had been run the result was never in 
doubt. He beat Brulare one length, which finished 
two before Dr. Stephens for second place. Bragg 
e«t across Brulare at the start, outting her out of 
wrwJfion J"* Prey’; ihow’ug, in the light of his last 
raee. was simply inexplicable. He showed a little 
early speed, but fell away beaten by the time the 
head of the stretch had been reached. Headwater 
ran well for five and a half fnrlongB. He is hard 
ta guess. 

The day’s opener proved an easy thing for E. 
Corrigan’s Serge, which led from start to finish, 
wiuning by a length from Daddy Bender, which 
beat Kite Star the same distance for second place. 
After passing beyond the last eighth Serge swerved 
badly toward the outside rail, interfering with 
Daddy Bender. For this he was disqualified, 
Daddy Bender being placed first, Kite Star second 
and Egg Nogg third. 

The second raoe was ended in a lucky victory for 
Antonins, which won simply because Otis on Boom- 
erack went to sleep in the elosing strides. Boomer- 
aok, showing sudden improvement, shot to the 
front when the barrier arose and held it until 
almost the last stride. In the final sixteenth An- 
tonius moved up fast and gradually closed in on 
Boomeraek, juu getting up in time to win by a 
short head on the post. M. F. Tarpey finished 
third two lengths back. Jane Holly did not get 
into her stride fully until it was too late to be of 
aay advantage. David S. and Fridolin showed 
early speed. Likeness ran an unaccountably dull 
raoe and can do much better. 

The fourth race resulted in a rousing finish be- 
tween Corrigan and Piederich, the latter a rank 
outsider, the former winning by a head with Harry 
New third a length away. Many were of the opin- 
ion that the track was not soft enough to suit Cor- 
rigan, but he ran to his best form and stood a long 
stretch drive with gameuess. Piederich showed 
sudden improvement. He finished with determin- 
ation but Corrigan was just too good for him. 
Harry New appeared the winner when a furlong 
out, but tired palpably when the pinch came. Lu- 
cien Appleby finished with a great burst of speed 
and was running by far the fastest of the first four 
horses. The race should do him much good and he 
should be a hard horse to beat when next out. 
Orontas ran a dull race and appears to have 
trained off. Scarlet Lily found the track just a 
shade too slow to her liking. Haviland was a sharp 
contender for almost a mile. He ran far below the 
good form he displayed last Saturday. 

Hindi took the filth race by one length from 
Bheta, which finished a half before Flocarline for 
second place. Hattie Walker, off flying, showed 
speed for a half mile, but tired fast in the last 
eighth, where Helgeseu brought up Hindi next to 
the inside rail and easily passed into the lead. 
Rheta finished strongly. Flocarline began slowly, 
but moved up fast when turning for home and 
finished stoutly. 



The last race of the day went to Wyola, which 
made her first start here this year. First Carl Kah- 
ler and then Layia took up the running, but when 
well straightened for home Wyola, coming through 
fast next to the inside rail, easily went to the front, 
winning by one length from Guy H., which came 
with a sudden rush at the end, nipping Layia a 
head on the post for second money. Bab tired fast 
when the pinch came. 

A large Monday gathering was present and en- 
joyed a good day’s sport. The track was just a 
trifle slow, but was drying fast and should no rain 
fall today will be at its best. 

SARATOGA GOSSIP. 

Saratoga. N. ¥., August 11.— Starter Fitzgerald 
is seriously ill and was unable to resume his cuties 
this afternoon. His place was taken at almost a 
moment’s notice by C. H. Pettingill, whose work 
was nearly faultless in every one of the six events. 

Alsono ran today in the colors of J. E. Madden, 
his new owner. Ten thousand dollars was said to 
be the purchase price, and it is Madden’s intention 
to reserve the colt for next year’s derbies and other 
valuable stakes. 

A searching and thorough iiivesi/.gatlou into 
Burns’ foul riding on Girdle in the Saratoga 
Special, Won by Irish Lad, has been concluded. 
The stewards have given out that there will be 
nothing doing in the matter and the incident is 
closed. Harry Payne Whitney today sent a com- 
munication to the stewards announcing his willing- 
ness to return the stakes, trophy and forfeits and 
run the race over again. 

N. Bennington’s announcement that he would 
sell out his entire string of race horses in training 
tomorrow at auction has created much surprise. 

W. C. Whitney’s offer of $20,000 for C. F. Dwyer’s 
Francesco was refused. There were a half dozen 
claimants for Bluff after his defeat today and W. 
C. Daly was the lucky prize winner. 

Three track records were broken before the rain 
commenced falling and the American record 
equaled by Ada Nay when she won the first race, 
five and a half furlongs, in 1 :C6.

Steeplechase jockey Brophy was also suspended 
for threatening to run other riders out of the course 
in jumping races.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Says a letter from Saratoga : 

“The grounds are like a vast park. Hundred* of 
people, including many fair patroDs of the track, 
spend their time between the races roaming around 
under tbe big forest trees and over the green sward, 
in which rare orchids and beautiful flowers are 
laid out in plots here and there. On the thick, 
green matting of tnrf horses of high degree pace 
round and round, their hoofs making no sound. 
The paddock and its vicinity, surrounded by grand 
old trees, is certainly a very charming spot in every 
way. * - 

“Almost every state in the UDion is represented 
here by men prominent in the turf world. The en- 
tire personnel of the Eastern Jockey Club director- 
ate is on hand, from W. C. Whitney to August Bel- 
mont. The exceptions are James R. Keene and C. 
H. Mackay. From Canada comes William Hendrie, 
of the Ontario Jockey Club, owner of Martimas and 
other good horses. 

“C. 8. Bush, of the New Orleans Club, is heie, and 
reports that the grandstand at his track will be 
enlarged for next winter and a paddock bnilt. 
From California are T. H. Williams, Jr., E. J. Bald- 
win and others. John W. Gates, J. A. Drake, J. W. 
8chorr, Senator J. S. O’Brien, of Minnesota; R. C. 
Holloway, Aleck Labold, Isaac La bold and others, 
of Cincinnati; ex-Governor Pinchback, of Louisi- 
ana, and hundreds of others equally well known ex- 
change greetings with their friends. Not since the 
old days has there been such a representative re- 
union of turfmen from all sections as this week has 
witnessed here.” 

A special from Buffalo to Daily America says: 
“Harry D. Williams and Joseph Swigert, repre- 
senting the Buffalo Racing Association, have 
returned from New York, where they had a confer- 
ence with the officials of the Jockey Club. They 
state that S. S. Howland will act as steward for the 
meeting and Mr. Daingerfield will be clerk of 
scales. 

“The eastern racing officials have inspected the 
new course at Kenilworth and have pronounced it 
one of the finest on the planet. Since this report 
there are assurances that many New York owners 
will come to Buffalo to race, and next season there 
will be a big representation. 

“There is some talk of trying to indnee the owner 
of Major Daingerfield to come here and start him in 
a special race against the winner and place horses of 
the coming Buffalo Derby. The street railroad has 
agreed to handle a crowd of 40,000 with greater ex- 
pedition than was accorded the patrons of the Pan- 
! American. 

I “TrottiDg horsemen who wore here recently 
visited the track, and are anxious to have the next 
Grand Circuit meeting held on. this side of the 
river. Recent racing at Fort Erie has convinced 
the most skeptical that a course that is fast for 
runners is fast and safe for trotters.” 

Another great race horse has been put to death to 
end his sufferings. The Parader, the fonr-year-old 
son of Longstreet— Pretense, by Plenipo, which 
was retired last year because of an injury to his 
■ legs, was chloroformed at Lexington Saturday 
1 afternoon by Dr. Robert M. Bryan, the veterinarian, 
| who ended the life of Hanover in a similar manner. 
The Parader was owned by R. T. Wilson, Jr., of 



New York, and had been at Beaumont Stud sine# 
last fall. He ran third last year in the American 
Derby, and was regarded as one of the best horses 
in the east. * 

One of the richest stakes of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club’s fall meeting is the Annual Champion 
for three-year-olde and upward, at two miles and a 
quarter. The guaranteed cash value of the stake 
is $25,000, of which $20,000 goes to the winner; run 
September 13, and tbe list of original nominations 
numbers 162. Commando, Jean Beraud, Ethelbert. 
The Parader, Alcedo, Compute, Ballyhoo Bey, Cha- 
cornac and Prince of Melbourne were all nominated 
for the Annnal Champion, and all are withdrawn, 
retired to the stud, broken down or practically oat 
of training. Neither Gold Heels nor Bines, regard- 
ed as the two best thoroughbreds in the three-year- 
old and upward division, are in the list, while Ar- 
gregor, Advance Guard, Heno, Pentecost, Gunfire^ 
Blue Girl, Articulate, His Eminence and Water Cure 
are all absentees. Among the high-class horses 
eligible are Goldsmith, Yankee, Major Dainger- 
field, Hyphen, King Hanover, Tom Kenny, Bellarie, 
Gold Cure, Peninsula, Sun Shower and Roe k ton. 

Messrs. Whitney A Duryea, who compose the new 
racing firm, have secured second call on the serv- 
ices of Winnie O’Connor for the remainder of the 
season, and the well-known jockey will receive a 
retainer of $5,000. Earlier in the season it was 
arranged that Clarence Mackay should have second 
call on the Featherstone rider, but as the young 
millionaire is to dispose of his string O’Connor 
was free to accept the offer made by Whitney A 
Duryea.
